AMERICA’S STAND 
ON COURT FLAYED 
BY WICKERSHAM 

Chairman of Law Enforcement 
Commission Speaks At Law 
School Dinner 

Chairman Wlckersham of the Law 
Enforcement Commission criticized 
failure of the United 8tates to adhere 
to the World Court as a "striking ex- 
ample of a great lagging on our part," 
when he appeared as guest of honor v 
speaker at the annual dinner of The 
George Washington University Law? 
School. - 

About 380 students, alumni, and 
their friends attended the banquet and 
the dance which followed. The 
speeches were interspersed with group 
singing led by Arthur IMebert, with 
Hector Galloway Spaulding at the 
piano. 

Charles Ccflller, acting dean of the 
Law School, acted ae toastmaster. In 
delivering the introductory speech he 
described, In a facetious way, by refer- 
ence to the Rolls of Edward the VI, 
the origin of the office of toastmaster. 

Marvin Traces growth 

President Marvin epoke briefly, trac- 
ing the phenomenal growth of the 
University, the student body, the full 
time teaching staff, and probably most 
important, the budget. 

A speecli on behalf of the student 
body of the Law School by Hearat 
Duncan expressed appreciation of the 
Institution, and lauded the progre« 
made in promoting social contacts 
within the schooQ during the past year. 

Chief Justice Wheat of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, and 
an alumnus of the Law School, traotf 
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colonial days. He pointed out the fact 

that Washington contained more law- 
yers in proportion to its population 
than any other political unit In the 
country, and suggested a possible re- 
lationship between thie abundance of 
lawyers and the desirability of Wash- 
ington as a place to live. 

In his first public statement since 
the commission of which he is chair- 
man completed its muoh-dlscuseed dry 
law report, Wlckersham said nothing 
whatever about prohibition, but de- 
voted hie time to an explanation of 
the technicalities arising under the 
five reservations to American adher- 
ence, voted by the Senate in 1926. He 
dealt particularly with the fifth, con- 
taining Senate restrictions to "advis- 
ory opinions" by the court. 

In Last Obstaclq 

"All this pother over advisory opin- 
ions, " Wlckersham said, "is the last 
obstacle in the way of full American 
recognition of this great court, which 
largely is the product of the genius of 
our own statesmen, and the fulfillment 
of recommendations made by seven 
Presidents and five Secretaries of 
State of the United States." 

The Senate’e five provisions, voted 
five years ago. have been embodied in 
a protocol supplemental to the original 
protocol of the Court. This has been 
accepted by President Hoover and is 
now before the Senate. 

"The sum and substance of the mat- 
ter therefore is this." Wlckersham ex- 
plained. "Under the fifth reservation, 
accepted by the signatories, if the 
United States objects on the grounds It 
has, or claims an Interest In the sub- 
ject of the inquiry, and Is unwilling 
that the court should act on the re- 
quest, that ends the matter. 

"But when a proposal to submit a

5,080 Students Registered 
For Second Semester at G.W. 


Figures For February, 1931, Show Increase of 409 Over Those For 
February, 1930; Percentage of First Semester Students 
Returning Also Shows Increase Over Last Year 


There were 5,080 etudente registered 
In George Washington University be- 
fore February 9, 1931, showing an In- 
crease of 409 over tbe Anal registra- 
tion figures for the eecond semester 
last year, which totaled 4,<71. 

According to Fred F. Nessell, regis- 
trar of the University, 90 per cent of 
the students registered for the first 
eemester are-expected to be enrolled for 
the eecond semester, when aU late reg- 
istration Is completed. Laet year only 
87 per cent of tbe students enrolled 
during the first semester registered for 
the eecond. 

Two thousand five hundred and six 
students availed themselves of pro- 
registratlon advantages, showing an 


Increase of 2 per cent over last year. 

Of the present enrollment, 3,129 are 
men, while the women number 1,961.

Richard Davenport Harlan, 
Prominent In 0. W. Past, 
Dies In Episcopal Hospital 

Richard Davenport Harlan, who from 
1907 to 1910 was active in the move- 
ment for the creation of the present 
George Washington University from 
the original Columbian University, 
died Saturday, January 31, In the Epis- 
copal Eye. Ear, and Throat Hoapltal 
after a abort Illness. 

Mr. Harlan was born ln Evansville, 
Indiana, in 1869. Graduated from 
Princeton University ln 1881 as vale- 
dictorian of bis clans, he received hie 
master's degree three years later. In 
1885 he was graduated from the 
Princeton Theological Seminary, re- 
ceiving in 1902 the degree of doctor of 
divinity from the same university. 

From 1886 to 1890 he was pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church In New 
York City, and from 1894 to 1900 he 
was pastor of the Third Presbyterian 
Church of Rochester, N. Y. Then he 
•erred as president of Lake Forest 
College In Illinois for fire years. HO 
was a member of the Phi Beta Kappa 
fraternity and also at the Cosmos 
Club of this city.

Butler Decries Misuse of | 
Terms In Naming Colleges 


Friday 13th 


Defining a university aa "an in- 
stitution of higher learning where 
scholars of high competence guide stu- 
dents, who have been prepared by a 
liberal education. Into advanced 
studies, with the aid of libraries, lab- 
oratories and seminars,” Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Columbia 
University, speaking before the Asso- 
ciate Alumni of Barnard College here, 
declared that there are only eight 
universities In the United States, and 
only eight others .bearing the name 
which In some degree carry on the 
activities of a reel university. 

Citing the fact that there are sev- 
eral hundred universities listed In the 
World Almanac, the Columbia presi- 
dent said It was all “nonsense,” and 
arose largely from the loose use of the 
terms college and university. 

New York and Pennsylvania protect 
the word “college,” he said, but It Is 
possible In many other states to have 
a “College of Horseshoeing” If one so 
desires, and the term '“university” is 
protected In no state In the country. 

The university should be a “power 
house iof wisdom," he said. He did 
not name any universities or colleges 
lights talk.
